church and numerous dwellings and 
smaller stores, ontailing a lors of 
about $900,000, with probably $400,- 
000 insurance. The fire was not 
gotten under control until 10:30.

THE FLOOD AT NEW ORLEANS. 
New Onrrkans, La., July 5.—The 
Illinois Central railroad is still run- 
ning its trains, although the water is 
over its tracka 12 inches or more. 
The trains have to go very slow over 
the submerged irack. The greatesi 
difficulty encountered so far has been 
f-om the fire boxes of the engines, as 
they are invaded by the water and 
the fires put out, It is thonght that 
the boxes can he raised 1 or 2 feet, 
It this is possible, the trains will be 
able to run in 3 feet of water. If not, 
the company will probably be com- 
pelled to give up running tomorrow. 
The crevasse at Harlem,on the New 
Orleans & Southern,is not yet closed, 
A foree of 100 men has been at work 
for three weeks, but the cribbing 
gives way as quicksand interferes or 
some other obstruction presenta it- 
self, and the people have about lost 
their patience. There was a craw- 
fish hole at Story’s yesterday, but it 
was temporarily closed. The people 
have sent word that if the railroad 
sends material they will close the 
hole permanently. As the railroad 
has stopped running trains after clos- 
ing about thirty crevasses, the officials 
have ample time in which to contem- 

plate the generosity of the offer.

The great ore body on the Kanga- 
ree, of which the News gave the 
first and most accurate account at 
the time of striking 1t, still continues 
to bea heavy producer, employing 
all the idle miners and monopolizing 
all the freight teams in town. It is 
now the favorite of Bonanza hill, a 
hill that has made a fine record and 
one that every year comes into no- 
lice by the discovery of large and 
rich deposits that set everybody wild 
and add another millionaire to the 
long list of capitalists that can point 
to Bonanza hill as the treasure box 
with which they were lifted into 
prominence, wealth and influence. 
Bonanza hill has made more mining 
men wealthy than any otber mining 
section of New Mexico, and just now 
it has filled the pockets of another 
man so full that he can retire for 
life and have money to throw at the 
robins. 

J.. Reuchler, formerly of Bell- 
ville, ILL, ia the lucky man. He owned 
the Kangaroo mine, a mine, it is 
said, that the original owners felt 
very good over when they palmed it 
off on Mr. Reuchler, thinking they 
duped the old man witha tinhorn 
prospect.

Up to the present time they have re- 
alized nearly the first cost of the 
mine, clear of all expenses and roy- 
alty, which remained in full force 
until the final payment was made. 
The mine has fallen into good hands, 
and will be extensively opened up 
under the superintendency of Wm. 
White, a practical miner, who is well 
acquainted with the mineral bearing 
stratum of Bonanza hill and vicinity. 

The Caledonia and Savage, lying 
adjacent to the Kangaroo, have been 
bonded fora large sum by 8. V. B. 
Hose & Co., of Chicago, for a short 
time, and are being actively worked. 
Both have been producers, 
but have been under

has exclusively predominated. A 
great many grass root pockets have 
been found on the former mine 
which were taken out and shipped to 
the smelter.
